ONDON, June -3.—At last the 

Germans have had their long- 

awaited “der Tag.” But the 
great victory which Berlin began to 
celebrate yesterday as freeing the 
seas to the Kaiser has already begun 
to fade. As the latest reports have 
come in from Admiral Jellicoe and 
from neutral vessels which wit- 
nessed part of the great battle in 


partial relief. The supremacy of 
the seas is still unshaken. 

British and German Admiralty re- 
ports continue to deny each others’ 
statement of losses and account of 
the action. The British ships sunk 
still number the same as yesterday— 
three battle cruisers, three cruisers 
and eight destroyers. The German 
losses continue to grow, some grudg- 
ingly admitted by Berlin, others still 
claimed by London.

EYE-WITNESS ACCOUNTS. 

Of the actual eye-witness  sto- 
ries, none are of British origin so 
far as published. Of Admiral Hood, 
whose wife was an American, Ellen 
Tousalin, Admiral Beatty writes: 
“He led his division -into action 
with the most inspiring gallantry.” 
Admiral Hood went down with the 
Invincible. Capt. Sowerby, who lost 
his Hfe on the Indefatigable, for- 
merly was British naval attache in 
Washington. 

Aside from the loss of personnel, 
which the Admiralty greatly regrets, 
it is not the least bit dismayed or 
cast down, on the contrary it is per- 
fectly willing to accept the issue 
again tomorrow, thoroughly satisfied 
with British supremacy at sea. The 
preponderance of strength of the 
British navy would allow of propor- 
tionate losses for days without weak- 
ening Great Britain’s hold on the sea. 

“Damned bad,” was the way one 
officer summed it up for me. “They 
were looking for trouble and they 
found it. We suffered losses, but 
we drove them into their harbors.

“Germany, having developed the 
submarine as an 6ffensive engine of 


on account of the resulting condi- 
tions, conform to the lished 
Tules of naval warfare and we should 
not, therefore, insist on strict com- 
pliance. Great Britain has no sym- 
pathy with the German point of view 
and demands the submarines observe 
the rules of visit and search without 
exception. 

“On the other hand Great Britain 
declares that om account of the new 
conditions resulting from the sub- 
marine activity and the use of mines 
and from the geographical position 
of Germany, she cannot conform to 
the established rules of blockade and 
contraband and we should not there- 
fore hold her to strict compliance 
with those rules. Germany insista 
nevertheless, that Great Britain be 
made to follow the existing law. 

“Both governments have the same 
arguments based imarily on mili- 
tary necessity and offer the same ex- 
cuses for their illegal acts, but 
neither will admit that the order is 
any way justified for its conduct.

Would they make de- 
mands when it was questionable 
whether they would compel com- 
pliance?

Only the supreme necessity 
of maintaining the honor of the 
United States or of defending its in- 
dependence and the liberties of its 
people will induce him to speak the 
fateful words which may bring 
death to thousands of his 
countrymen and change 
tinies of the republic. 

“Those who are prone to blame 
the government because it does not

“The last thing we want to do is 
to exaggerate the German losses. 
We name no ship as either damaged 
or sunk unless we know its name. 
The Germans, on the other hand, 
make such claims as that they sank 
the Warspite, whereas the Warspite 
is in harbor. If our ships were 
imprudent—I do not say they were 
—in attacki the whole German 
fleet, they at least dealt the enemy 
a blow commensurate with our 
losses. 

“Vice-Admiral Beatty was in the 
fight and all his ships except those 
mentioned by us as sunk-or dam- 
aged—including, by the way, the 
Lion and the Tiger, which the Ger- 
mans said they had sunk on several 
occasions before—are safely at 
their moorings again. Our only re- 
gret, speaking from a military 
point of view, is that in our clumsy 
British way we let the enemy es- 
cape and that we gave him twenty 
hours the start of us with his mis- 
representations and emotional exag- 
gerations concerning the battle.”’ 

“Our boys seem to have done 
their duty, all right,” said a former 
seaman in the British navy, who 
now sells newspapers. He was re- 
ferring, of course, to the great naval 
battle in the North Sea, the exact 
balance of losses in Which remains 
to be determined. “At all events,” 
continued the speaker, “we didn’t 
run away. We drove ‘em back. If 
they had wus outclassed as they 
claim, why didn’t they go on till 
they had us all in? Our only 
trouble was that we were too keen 
on getting at ‘em.” 

This humble critic's remarks 


ted battle, but all rather suspect 
that they were not justified in do- 
ing so. The German assertion that 
they fought superior forces is dis- 
missed as contrary to the truth. It 
is beliéved that at no time was 
British strength comparable to the 
strength of the enemy until the 
larger British ships appeared on the 
scene, when the Germans retired.
